Geoffrey Clayton, Bishop of 
Johanneshurg from 1934 to 1048, 
and then Archbishop of Cape 
Town till his death in 1957, was the 
great man that Alan Paton 
believes him to have been. But 
then this is not just a book about 
Clayton, but primarily about the 
fight which he and the Anglican 
Church in South Africa fought 
against the Nationalist apartheid 
government — a fight which they 
lost again and again. 

If Clayton had greatness, it was 
that of the good general who 
might lose a battle, and another 
battle, and still manage to save 
his army (or his Church)to fight 
another day.

KINGSLEY: The Life, Letters 
and Diaries of Kingsley Martin by

KINGSLEY MARTIN was the 
flery and controversial editor who 
led “The New Statesman" through 
the numerous orises between 1931 
and his retirement at the age of 04 
in 1981. His life from 1981 was In- 
tertwined with the people who in- 
fluenced Britigh society and with 
the momentous events through 
which Britain passed in those 
world-shattoring years. Rolph's is 
the flrst biography to be written 
and published after Kingsley's 
death in 1969, and will take its

“Father Figures'' (1966) and 
“The Editor" (1968). 

_ Kingsley was born in the 
English country town of Hereford. 


: As a child, he was always palo, 


with prominent and overbright 


eyes, constant colds and a chronic 


respiratory infeotion, Hé was live- 
ly, small, clever, cocky, and 
cheeky. Throughout his life he suf- 
fered chronically from. severe 
migraine and Menieres disease, 
which is a form of auditory ver- 
tigo — with dizziness, nolaeg in the 
ear and violent nausea. Both com- 
Plaints were aggravated by 
overwork, Always a delicate 
child, his trequont !linesses as 8 
boy facllitated much reading in 
bed when his mother and elder 
sister would spend long sessions 
by his bedside roading to him 
from Morriman, Weyman, 


Dickens, Rider Haggard and 
“Ivanhoe."' He was a precocious 
reader, 

Kingsley's father, Basil Martin, 
who was a Minister of the 
Congregational or Dissenters’ 
Church, preached socialism and 
pacifism to a congregation upon 
whose “‘conventional burgesses 
and prosperous farmers he 
depended for his income." 

At the age of 16, Kingsley 
regarded Christianity, but not 
Anglicanism, as the only for- 
malized recognition of goodness 
and social justice. Two years 
later, he appeared bofore a 
Conscientious Objectors’ 
Tribunal, where his father 
testified to hia sinaerity. He was 
“exempted absolutely" from 
military service; and was 
persecuted by his school-mates, 
although scme of the older boys 
were reluctantly impressed by his 
skilful pacifist argument. : 

Kingsley ‘was very close to hia 
father, and, in January, 1918, 
when he was serving in France in 
the Ambulance Corps, he wrote to 
wish that Basil was only ten years 
oldor than him, and of the things 
they would do together when 
Kingsley returned home. 


AT CAMBRIDGE he worked 
hard; ho alao turned up at-iec- 
turea, read voraclously, and 
preferred lltarary, historical, 
debating and chesa societies. to 
partictpating in politigal 
movements. He. was, 
‘nevertheless, eager to know what 


was happening in the Labour and. 
Communist Party Clubs, but drew. 


back from joining. He wad a con- 


genital liberal, and, in December, 
1931, addressed the Cambridge 
Trades Council and Labour Party 
on the subject of Guild Socialism. 

In 1922, he graduated from 
Magdalene with a ‘first’ in 
History, and was awarded the 
Jane Eliza Procher Fellowship to 
Princeton University. He was 
Gelighted by Princeton's idyllic 
setting, but was eloquently shock- 
ed by the Saturday football, when 
‘tt was impossible to read and 
think,” and he was repulsed by 
‘its reactionary character where 
there were no pacifists, no 
vadicals and only a small percen- 
tage of intelligence." The diversi- 
ty of America's national 
minorities amazed him, and he 
found the Labour movement there 
“an undisguised fight for power 
over wages and hoprs,"’ where 
“socialism did not appear in dis- 
cussion as a practical issue," 

Of the many women in 
Kingsley's life, Olga Walters and 
Dorothy Woodman were by far the 
moat Important. Kingsley met 
Olga at Princeton in 1922, She 
was complex, self-analytical and 
referred to as an undeveloped yer- 
sion of Virginia Woolf..He married 
her in 1926 but she left him in 1984, 
and thereafter he lived per- 
manently with Dorothy Woodman 
from 1942 until his death. Olga 
wrote in her diary that her. func- 
‘tion to Kingsley was to provide 
Sanotuary where he: could 
withdraw, become free from 
desire, ‘and be re-created with ar.

La 
was a younger brother of the 
famous Czech-Jewish dramatist 
Frantisek Langer, and no less 
gifted. In his interests, views and 
style of life he wavered between 
intense Hagsidism and Orth 
on the one hand, and a love of 
sport and other secular interests 
on the other. A follower of the 
Rebbe of Belz, he also wrote 
Hebrew lyrical poetry and various 
scholarly essays in which he 
applied Freudian theories to cer- 
tain aspects of Jewish religious 
customs. In 1943 Langer escaped 
caped from  Hitler-occupied 
Czechoslovakia and came to Eretz 
Yisrael as an “illegal immigrant” 
after an odyssey of seven months, 
exhausted and incurably 11} with 
nephritis.
